Washington, Dec, 18.— Negotiation« 
between the United States and Rus­ 


sia corresponding to those which pre 


ceded the recent 
Mexican-American 
agreement were forecost here as a re­ 


sult of the note received from Mos­ 
cow. 
The note, signed by George Tchit- 
cherin, soviet commissary for foreign 
affairs, was received at the state de- 
% partment. 
it was turned over to Sec­ 
retary Hughes by President Coolidge, 
to whom it had been addressed. 
The substance of the Russian note 
was a declaration of readiness to “en­ 
ter into negotiations with the Amer­ 
ican government and to remove all 
m{«understandings and differences be­ 
tween the two countries.” 
The re­ 
sumption 
of 
friendly 
relations, M. 
Tchitcherin asserts, should be “ based 
upon mutual trust.” 
State department officials declined 
to comment. 
The American position 
with reference to the soviet govern­ 
ment, they asserted, had been given 
wide publicity. 
Publication of the note aroused the 
greatest interest among members of 
% congress. 
The concensus of opinion 
appeared to be that the soviet gov­ 
ernment had made a fair reply to 
the conditions laid down by President 
Coolidge in his annual message of 
two weeks ago. 
Secretary Hughes, 
it felt, would find it difficult to avoid 
making some reply. 
Representative Hamilton Fish, Jr., 
of New York, who visited Russia last 
summer, discussed the Russian situa­ 
tion with Mr. Hughes at the state 
department. 
.Mr. Fish is a member of 
the house committee on foreign af­ 
fairs, 
He said ho was considering 
%the introduction of a resolution ap­ 
proving the views set forth by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge in his annual message. 
“ M.. Tchitcherin told me last summer 
that he felt sure questions of claims, 
propaganda 
and 
private 
property 
could be adjusted,” Mr. Fish said. 
Representative Frear of Wisconsin, 
member of the unofficial commission 
sent to Russia, pointed out that, the 
soviet government has claims against 
the

States. 
These counter 
[claims, he said, were the result of

■Into Russian territory. 
“ It i« very 
ligniflcant that the objection of Amer­ 
ican officials to the soviet is purely 
Inaneial and not due to any opposi­ 
tion to the communistic form of gov­ 
ernment,” .Mr. Frear said.

Rev. W illiam Russell McKim, rec- 
or of Trinity church, Rochester, N.

‘Either Jesus Christ was 
of divine origin or the biggest im­ 
poster in all history,” while Dr. Percy 
T. Penn of St. Mark’s church, Roches­ 
ter expressed the belief that “ the 
virgin birth and the resurrection are

Moreover, the now famous pastoral 
letter, which inspired the stormy ad­ 
dresses of Dr. Leighton Parke and Dr. 
Percy Grant is unequivocal in its de­

Bishop Burgess of the Long 
Island diocese emphasizes this point. 
“ The canons of the church,” he said, 
make the pat-moral letter obligatory 
on all rectors, and they are supposed 
to read it to their congregations from 
their pulpits, thus making it a thing 
to be followed by communicants.”

Loan association and are now ready

charter amounted 
to approximately 
$100,000 and other loans are now in 
process of being handled. 
Since the Federal 
I-and bank 
w as 
started in 1917, farm loan associations 
have 
been set up 
in nearly 
every 
county in Ohio, and many m illions of 
dollars have been loaned to rarmers. 
The rate of interest 
is 5 % ^ 
taken 
for a period of 
84% years, 
but the 
loan can be repaid in part or in full 
at any interest date after five years
